from which the greatest tribute of death was . 


demanded, but they were few in proportion 
to the children. There were women, too. 
Some of them died with their arms around 
their children. Probably the proportion of 
men in the theater might have been one to 
ten women and children; of women one. to 
four children or young people. 


Death’s Harvest in the Galleries. 

There were 2,000 persons or thereabouts 
in the theater. Of that nu 1,740 had 
seats, The rest were massed in the rear of 
the seats on the main floor and the first bal- 
cony. 
‘In the galleries, even the rear seats of the 
second gallery, were seated persons who 


anything less than parquet seats. They 
were mothers, aunts, and elder sisters, taking 
the children for an outing which fitted only 
to this one afternoon; young fellows from 
pollege treating their visiting chums to the 
theater; school girls out with their young 
friends for the same kind of a lark. A num-

15. years of age. 

Such was the human material provided 
op one side of the curtain.

When the firemen reéntered the theater 
from the-flley side they were not again re- 
pulsed.’ They played upon the fire, now 
largely confined to the stage, long enough 
to permanently check {t, and then all but 
the men needed to hold the lines of hose 
turned their attention to the labor of clear- 
ing the balcony of the bodies. 

While they worked from the north scores

Bodies Not 
The bodies dragged across the planks were 
for the most part unrecognizable. Ropes 
were passed around the feet and one set of 
men pulled while one man steadied the head 
of the corpse.

Blan- 
kets were thrown over them and they were 
laid in rows on the floor and on long tables. 
Not until 7 o'clock was the last body taken 
from the theater by this route. Toward the 
end the bodies were sent to the morgues as 
s0on as they were received in the university 
Meet Death in Many Ways. 
The postures in which death was met 
showed how the end had come to many.

to No..13.- The box alarm did not follow for 
some precious minutes. At least four min- 
btes were lost in this way. 


Few in Balcony Escaped. 


Of the 900 persons seated in the first and 
second balconies few if any escaped without 
serious injury. 

So fiercely the fire burned during the short 
time in which hundreds of lives were sacri- 
ficed that the velvet cushions of the balcony 
seats were burned bare. ' 

The crowds fought so in their efforts to 
escape that they tore away the fron railings 
of the balconies, leaping upon the people 
below. 

Hours in Carrying Put Dead. 

From 8 o’clock, when the alarm was sent 
in, to 7:30 o’clock, when the doors! of the 
theater were closed, the charred, torn, and 
blistered bodies were carried from the butld- 
ing at the rate of four a minute. One hun- 
dred were taken out across the plank way. 

Many blankets filled with fragments of 
human bodies were taken from the building. 


Hundreds Beyond Recognitipn. 

Hundreds of bodies were taken from the 
building, their clothing gone, their faces 
charred beyond recognition. Under pretense 
of serving as rescuers ghouls gained entrance 
to the theater and robbed dead and dying in 
the midst of the fire. 

Men fell on their knees and prayed. Men 
and women cursed. A rush was made for. 
the Randolph street exits. In their fear the! 
crowds forgot the many side exits, and 
rushed for tee, doors at which they had 
entered the theater. Little boye and giris 
/ were thrown to one side by their stronger 
companions. 

Ten baskets of money and jewelry thrown 
in this manner were picked up from the 
main floor when the fire was extingutshed. 

Men and women tore. their clothing from 
them. As the first rush was made for the 
foyer entrance to the balconies 
and children were thrown a bodily down the 
steps. | 

A few score of those nearest the doorwa ys 
escaped by falling or being thrown down 
the stairs of the main balcony entrances. 
Scores were wedged in the doorways, 
pinned by the force of those behind them. 
There in the narrow aisles at the balcony 
entrances they were suffocated - fell— 
tons of human weight. 

Rush Down Slanting 

All succeeded in leaving their seats in the 
first balcony. Climbing-over the seats and 
rushing up the slanting aisles to the level 
aisles above, they fought their way.

LIKE GRASS AFTER A STORM. 


Chief O’Neill Uses Gimile to Describé 
Condition of Bodiesat Second | 


' “If you ever saw a field of timothy grass 
blown flat by the wind and rain of a sum- 
mer storm, that was the position of the dead 
at the exits of the second balcony,” said Chief 
of Police O' Neill. 

“In the rush for the stairs they had jammed 
in the deorway and piled ten deep; lying al- 
most Hke shingles. When we got up the 
stairs in the dark to the front rows of the 
victims, some of them were alfve and strug- 
gling, but so pinned down by the great weight

from the top of the pile, then the rest of the 
bodies were lifted easily and regularly from 
their positions, save as their arms had inter» 
twined and clutched. 


-A jam had come there, and many had been 


stamped under foot and either killed outright 
or left to suffocate. Many of the bodies were 
almost stripped of clothing and bore the 
marks of remorseless heels. 
After these had been carried down,’ the. 
firemen returned again and again from the 
pitchy blackness of the smoke filled galleries, 
dragging bodies, burned sometimes beyond 
recognition. | 
None Left Alive in Gallery. 
While now and then some one had beed 
found alive in the other fatal angle, no one 
was rescued by searchers in the top gallery. 
The bodies had to be laid along the hall until 
the merchants in State street began sending 
ever blankets. Men from the streets came 
rushing up the stairs, bending under the 
weight of the blankets they carried on their 
shoulders. Soon they went back to the street 
again, this time carrying their blankets 
weighed down with a charred body. 
After the firemen had brought out all the 


floor so that they might get a little air. 
They crawled back and forth in the tiers of 
seats, hunting the dead. 


Bodies Are Found Everywhere. 

All through the gallery the bodies were 
found. Some were those of persons who had 
decided to stay in their seats and not to join 
in the mad rush for the doors and run the 
risk of being tfampled to death. Many of 
them no doubt had trusted to the cries, 
* There is no danger; keep your seats!” 

They had stuck to their seats until, choked 
by the heavy smoke, they had been unable to 
move. 

Some bodies were in a sitting position, while 
others had fallen forward, with the head 
resting on the seat in front, as though in 
prayer. Almost all were terribly burned. 


Some Found in the Seats.

SAFETY SHAFT PROVIDED. 


Rear of Stage Lacked Provision for Re- 
moving Flames and Smoke from | 
Auditorium—Lathing Exposed. 


Early last summer the Fireproof Magazine 
of Chicago criticised the construction of the 
Iroquois because it lacked a shaft or flue 
at the back of the stage for carrying the 
flames and smoke upward and away from the 
| auditorium in the event of fire. Such shafts 

were built in Madison Square garden and 
the Metropolitan opera house in New York, 
and a similar provision is made at the Chi- 
cago Auditorium. 

The method of fireproofing the Sedans and 
gallery was also declared to be defective, | 
because metal lath was used in what is 
known as exposed construction, where heat 
would easily affect it. In modern fireproof 
| buildings thie lath is buried in concrete. I¢ 
was. the buckling out. of this metal lath and 
| iron rods, giving the impression that the 
galleries themselves were falling, that is 
believed to- have caused some of the panic. 
There was no criticism of the strength of. 
the gallery and balcony arches, whic.. were 
bullt in the usual manner.

“IT was passing the theater when the 
panic began,” said Bishop Samuel Fallows 
of the St. Paul’s Reformed Episcopal church, 
“I heard the cry for volunteers and joined 
the men who went into the place to carry out 
the dead and injured.

Miss Plamondon Describes Expe- 
rience of Matinee Party 
in the Boxes. 


Those who escaped unscathed or only 
slightly injured from the awful harvest of 
death in the Iroquois yesterday afternoon 
will carry the recollection of those few mo- 


terrible only than the fate of those around 
them were the experiences of the women, 
children, and men who struggled from the 
arms of death into the streets and safety. 

Miss Charlotte E. Plamondon, the daugh- 
ter of C. A. Plamondon of the Chicago Beach 
hotel, was one of a theater party at the! 
theater. Last night she told a vivid story 
of her escape. 

Miss Plamondon was one of those in the 
party taken to the playhouse by Mrs. Rollin 
A. Keyes of Evanston, the. entertfinment 
being for her daughter, Miss Catherine 
Keyes. All of those in the party had narrow 
escapes in the rush from the theater. For 
some time it was believed that séme had been 
killed, but eventually all were accounted 
for. In the party were:

Sit and Watch Fire Spread. 

“The first we knew of the fire,”’ said Miss 
Plamondon, “was when we saw a tongue 
of fire which crept slowly along the red vel- 
vet curtain. As the fire followed the velvet 
curtain at the top cf the stage I could see 
little girls and boys in the audience point to 
it as if it were a part of the play. 

“ The first person to request the audience 
to remain in their seats was one of the stage 
hands, who appeared before the footlights 
in his jumper and overalls. 

“* Now, keep your seats; there is no dan- 
ger,” he said. 

“Then Eddie Foy hurried out and com- 
manded the people to remain calm. The 
players on the stage maintained remarkable 
presence of mind. 


_ Foy Tries to Calm Audience. 

“Up in the balcony I could see people 
crowding forward to obtain a better view. 
Again the audience arose as if to flee. It 
was then that Mr. Foy rushed on to the stage 
again and waved his arms for the people 
to be seated. 

“ But’ just then the shrill cry of some 
woman caused the women and children to 
rise to their feet, filled with a sudden and 
uncontrollable terror. ‘ Fire,’ I heard the 
woman exclaim, and in another instant the 
rush for the door began. 

“The roar of hundreds in the balcony was 
soon deadened by the cries for aid from 
those who were hemmed in by the struggling 
mass. 

“On the stage the chorus girls, who had 
aroused admiration because of their bravery, 
turned to flee. Many were overcome before 
they could take a step. They fell to the 
fleor and I saw the actors and the stage hands 
carry them away. 

“ By this time the scenery was a mass of | 

flames. Miss-Elsie Elmore was the first

We 
had to keep brushing them off to prevent our 
clothing from catching fire. 


_ Men Trample Over Women. » 
“There were few men in the audience, but 


women and children aside as they fought like 
Maniacs to’reach the exits. Little children 
fell beneath the feet of the adults. In the 
baleony the. scene was more heartrending. 
There was oné big black crush of human 
beings theré. Many fell before they had left 


“ The stage was a sheet of fame when we 
jurhped over the railing of our box to the 
aisle. What followed I cannot clearly re- 
member. In some way I reached the main 
entrance. Men were kicking against the 
doors and shattering the glass and panels

Child Has Remarkable Escape. 
Poremost among the remarkable escapes 
from the theater was that of little Winnie 
Gallagher, 12 years old, 4925 Michigan ave- 
nue. The girl occupied a seat in the third 
row from the front on the main floor. ‘ Un- 
assisted she made her way over the heads of 
the mass of terror stricken persons to the 
door. -When she reached the street her cloth- 
excitement in the street she was pushed 
about in the crowds and finally .wag taken 
to Central station by a 10 year old newsboy. 
Whe boy had taken off his overcoat and 
Wrapred  a&bout her. She said she was ac- 


‘The first persons out of the theater were 


BSeventy-Third street and Dorothy Bour of 
Woodlawn. Youthful grit saved toem. They 
were in the parquet fifteen rows from the 
stage. “ Abaut the second half of the second

Eddie Foy came to the front of the stage and 


told.us to sit still, but we decided we would 


get out and right away. Four women fainted 
near me and nearly all the others seemed 
dazed and just sat still. We got up and 
kicked the door open. I think a lot of the 
others could have come too if they hadn't 
been so scared. We stood outside until they 
brought a dead man out and then we went 


home.” 
_ Jumps, Saved by a Man. ; 

One of the women who jumped from the 
fire @scape on the alley side of the theater 
soon after the fire started was saved in a 
peculiar and heroic manner by Frank : 
Sanchez, an employé of C. H. Slack & Co. 

**T was in'the alley when the people began . 
coming down the fire escape,”’ said Sanchez. 
“The stairs were so crowded that several 
lost their heads and began jumping over the 
railings, to be killed or injured. 

“TI noticed one woman who was about to 
throw herself from the third flight. I got 
directly underneath her in a crouching posi- 
tion and allowed her to fall on my back, 
timing the drop so that I could go down and 


thus breek her fall, 1 picked her up, and, | - 
wrapping her in my overcoat, carried her | :

Miss Ruth Michel of Fullerton avenue had 
a wonderful escape. When the. alarm was 
first given she left her seat, but was stopped 
by one of the attendants, who assured her 
that there was no danger. Reassured, she 
returned to her place, and was sitting quietly 
waiting for the crowd to pass out, when the 
drop curtain suddenly fell forward, engulfing 
the theater in smoke. Running to the bal- 
cony fire escape, she succeeded in getting the 
door open and emerged, half suffocated, into 


the open air. The narrow grating where she | 


stood was three stories from the ground, and 
Miss Michel attempted to climb down the 
iron ladder, but slipped and fell-to the land- 
ing at the second floor of tiie fire escape. . 
From there she jumped and was caught by 
E. 8. O'Reilly. 


Girl Lives; Escort Missing. 

Miss Millie Overlock of Virginia, who is 
visiting the family of A. L. Thomasof Lord & 
Thomas, had a thrilling experience. Miss 
Overilock’s| companion, Remington Thomas, 
made a heroic effort to escape with her, but 
near the door the two became separated; and 
Thomas, who is 18 years old, is now among the 
missing. He is the son of Frank H. Thomas 

Mrs. F. H. Tubbs’ Experience. 

Mrs. F. H. Tubbs and her 16 year old 
daughter Anna of 468 West Adams street 
sat in the balcony, five rows from the rear, 
and escaped without injury. “I saw a 
spray of sparks in the wings,’ said Mrs. 
Tubbs, “and thought it was part of the per- 
formance, when my daughter said, ‘ Mamma, 
that’s a fire,’ and started for the exit. A 
woman behind her grabbed her, but she 
broke from her hold and escaped. Then 
when I saw every one else start for the 
exit I arose, and when I reached the aisle the 
crowd just carried me along, and I finally 
reached the street in safety. 


Separates Pwo Girls for Life. 
The fire separated two little girls who had 
been playmates. One of them ran to her 


father’s office and accompanied him to the 


morgue, where her playmate was taken. 
fhe daughter of Harry Barker, superin- 
tendent of the Plamondon, Manufacturing 
company, 63 South Clinton street, was the 
one who was saved, while her companion, 
who was knocked down and trampled upon 
before she could escape, was the daughter of 
W. H. Harris, foreman of the same company. 
Mr. Barker lives at 1925 Washington boule- 
vard and Mr. Harris is a neighbor. 

The girls went to the theater together, and 
when the cry of fire was heard they began 
to make their way toward the exit until a 
man described as wei 200 pounds 
dashed between them. This separated them. 
and before the Barker girl could turn around 
her companion had been lost in the crowd. 


Party Makes Quick Exit. 

Miss Eugenia Sanborn, who, with her 
brother, Harold Sanborn, was entertaining a 
party of tweive young people, escaped. Those 
in the party were: Mr. K. Pickerel, Miss Abi- 
gail Pickerel, Kenosha, Wis.; Miss Fanny 
Mowry, Aurora, Ill; Miss Augusta Green, 
Miss Mabel Bullen, and Miss Violet Hauford; 
and Percy Taylor, Albert Singer, Harry Prid- 
more, and William Gaddis of Chicago. The 
party oceupied two boxes to the right of the 
stage, and Mr. Pickerel was among the first 
to see the fire. The young people were among 
the first to escape. None of the party was 

Escapes from the Balcony. 

Mrs. J. T. Crowley of 1334 Dunning street, 
with her daughters Marie and Alice, had 
seats in the second row ofthebalcony. Miss 
Marie relates her experience gs follows: 

‘Due to the position of our seats, which 
were at one side, I could see what was going 
on behind the scenes on the. opposite side. 
I saw a spark and then a section of burning 
scenery dropped on the stage. I spoke to 
mother and sister, and we started to leave 
quietly. We were watching what was going 
on on the stage while we were making o 
way to the door. , 

“When we the platform before 
the door we found it locked. When this door 
was finally opened a wave of flame shot 
out across the auditorium from the stage, 
reaching to where we stood. The flame had 
apparently lost its force, for beyond singeing 
our hair we were uninjured."’ 


Old Man in the Gallery, 

D. W. Dimmick of Apple River, Ill., an old 
man of 76, with a long, white beard, was 
standing in the upper gajlery when the fire 
broke out. 

“I was with @ party of four,” said Mr. 
Dimmick. “I saw small pieces of what 
looked like burning paper dropping down 
from above at the left of the curtain. At the 
same time small puffs of smoke seemed to 
shoot out into the house. A boy in the gallery, 
near me, called ‘ fire,” but there were plenty 
of people to stop him. 

“* Keep quiet!’ I told him. ‘If you don’t 
look out, you'll start a panic.” 

“Phen all of a sudden the whole front of 
the stage seemed to burst out in one mass 
of fame. Then everybody seemed to get up 
and start to get out of the place at once. 
From all over ti¢ house came shrieks and 
crs of ‘ fire.’ I startéd at once hugging the 
‘wall on the outside of the stairway as we 
went down. 

“ When we got down to the platform where 
the frst balcony opens it seemed to me that

WHERE DEATH REAPED ITS GREATEST HARVEST. 


Richmond, Va., theater, Dec. 26, 1B81........

While the list of theaters destroyed by fire 
in the United States is long, it contains strik- 
ingly few which were attended with large 
loss of life: By far the worst disaster of the 
kind hitherto in this country was the Brook- 
lyn theater fire. It started during the last 
scene of the last act of the *“‘ Two Orphans,” 
in which Kate Claxton was playing. Miss 


just lain down on her pallet of straw as the 
play required when she saw above her in the 
flies a tiny fame. Mr. Murdock, who was on 
the stage with her, saw it about the same 
time, and was so dazéd he began to stammer 
his lines. Miss Claxton tried to reassure 
him, but only partially succeeded. 

It was only a short time before the audi- 
ence realized the building was on fire and 
began to move. Seeing a panic was likely” 
Miss Claxton, Mr. Murdoch, and Mrs. Farren 
joined hands, came to the footlights, and 
begged the audience to go out in an orderly 


‘Way, saying, “You see we are between you 


and the fire.” 

This reassured the crowd for a moment, 
but one frantic man shouted, “It is time 
to be out of this,"’ and a panic began. The 
doors of the main exit opened inward, and 
there was such @ jam at these.they could 
not be opened. The crowds from the gal- 
leries rushed down the stairways, and, be- 
ing blocked by those ‘below, fell er jumped 
headlong into the struggling mass. Those 
who were saved slowly through the 
stialler exits. There were 1,000 people in 
the theater and one-third perished, burned, 
suffocated, or trampled to death. One of 
the victims was_Mr.. Murdoch, the actor,

Offenbach’s “‘ Les Com 
tes @Hoffman”’ was the Play, and a large 
holiday audience was present, The first part 
of the performance had» been given, and the 
audience had assembled for the second part,} 
2,500 being present. Suddenly fire was ob 
served in the scenery and a wild paniel 
started. The entrances to the theater were!

people were stacked up like cordwood. There 
were men, women, and children in the [ot. 
At the same time there were some people 
whom I thought must pe actors, whe came 
running out from somewhere in the interior 
of the house, and whose wigs and clothes 
were on fire. We tried to beat out t es 
as we went along. By crowding ont to the 
wall we managed to squeeze past the mass of 
peoplé who were writhing on the floor, and 
practically blocking the entrancé so far as 
the people still in the gallery were con- 
cerned. 


Pulls Women from Mass on Floor. 

“As we got by the mass on the floor I 
turned and caught hold of the arms of a 
woman who was lying near the bottom 
pinned down by the weight resting on her 
feet. I managed to pull her out, and I think 
she got down in safety. One of the men 
with me also pulled out another woman from 
the heap. I.tried to rescue a man who was 
also caught by the feet, but, although i 
braced myself against the stairs, I was un- 
able to move him. 

‘“T came in from Apple River to see the 
sights in Chicago, and I have seen all I can 
stand.” 
Story of Last Man Out. | 

James Sullivan of Woodstock was probably 
the last man who got out of the parquet un- 
injured. With him was George Field, also 
of Woodstock, and the two fought their way 
out together. 

|“ We were seated in the twelfth row,” said 
‘Mr. Field, “‘ when we saw fire at the top of 
the prosceniumarch. At the same time some 
sparks fell on the stage. 

* Bddie Foy came out and told the audience 
not-_to be afraid, to avoid a panic, and there 
would be no trouble. While he was speaking, 
however, a burning brand fell alongside of 
him, and theri cime what looked like a huge 
globe of fire. The moment it struck the 
stage fire spreag everywhere. 

“The panic started at once and everybody 
rushed for the doors. Sullivan and I were 
in the rear of the fleeing mass and made 
our way out as*best we could without get- 
ting mixed up in the panic. As long as the 
women and children were struggling through 
the straight aisles there was not so much 
trouble except that some of the fugitives 
fell to the floor and had to be helped on their 
feet again. At times the women and chil- 
dren would be lying four deep on the floor 


‘of the aisles, and in several instances we 


had to set them on their feet before we could 
go further. There was not much smoke 
and had the aisles been straight to the en- 
trances every one could have got out prac- 
tically unhurt, 


Turns in Direction Fatal. 

** But when it came to the turns where they 
focus into the lobby the poor women and chil- 
dren were piled up into indiscriminate heaps. 
The screams and cries they uttered were 
something terrible. It was an im bility 
to allay the panic and the frightened people 
simply trampled on those in front of them. 

“Some of the people in the orchestra 
chairs immediately in front of the stage must 
have been burned by the fire. The fire darted 
directly among them and the chairs began 
burning at once. Those on this floor far 
enough in the rear to escape these flames 


would have been all right except for the [| 


crush of the panic. 

** Sullivan, who was with me, was the last 
man out of the orchestra chairs who was 
not injured. Whoever was behind us must 
have been suffocated or burned to death. 
How many there were I have no means of 


knowing.” 
Child Walks Over the Seats. 


One of the nartow escapes in the first rush 
for the open air was that of Winnie Gal- 


lagher, 11 years old, 4925 Michigan avenue. . 


The child, who was with her mother in the 
third row, was left behind in the rush for 
sofety. She climbed to the top of the seat 
and, stepping from one chair to another, 
finally reached the door. There she was 
nearly crushed In the crowd. At the Cen- 
tral police station the child was restored 
to her mother, 
Fascinated by the Flames. 

Miss Lila"Hazel Coulter of 4760 Champlain 
avenue was sitting with Mr. Kenneth Col- 
lins and Miss Hélen Dickinson, 3687 Michi- 
gan avenue, in the eighth row in the par- 
quet. She escaped in safety. 

“I was sitting in the fifth seat from the 
aisle,” said Miss Coulter, “ut the fire, 
which was bursting out from both sides of 
the stage, had such a fascination for me 


~ 


that at first I could not move. Finally, by 
an effort, I gathered up my coat and rushed 
into the aisle, looking back as I did so. 

*“ Helen Dickinson was standing up, her 
eyes fixed upon the blazing stage, and that 
was the last I saw of her. I did not >tice 
Mr. Collins. When I reached the aisle I 
was swept along so fast that I had no time 
to think, and before I knew it I was at one of 
the exits leading to the alley. It was a 
frightful jam, and all the time those awful 
screams were ringing in my ears. I was in 
a crush of women, as there were but few 
men on the lower floor. 


House Full of Smoke. 

“ There was a momentary jam at this alley 
door and just before I fell into the alley I 
looked toward the stage. The house by this 
time was full of smoke and several women 
and children near me were strangling. I 
could ‘hardly breathé. The stage was one 
mass of flamie, the fire reaching out into the 
auditorium, ven the boxes on each side 
were ‘blazing. 

All at once I was pitched into tha alley 
upon the bodies of a lot of people, and then 
several men and women fellupon me. After 
I had disentangled myself and managed to 
get up I found myself standing on a young 
girl. She was apparently unconscious, so I 
lifted her up. . 

“The stairways leading to the balcony 
and ‘gallery were crowded to their utmost, 
and I saw several women, girls, and men 
hanging from the platforms by their hands. 
Before I could get away I saw some of these 
fall into the alley. Smoke was pouring out 
from everywhere about the theater, and tne 
alley becoming so thick with smoke I ran 
toward State street.’ 


Carries Out Fainting Daughter. 

Mrs. Parker of Gladys avenue and her 
two daughters had remarkable escapes. 
They were seated in the balcony when the 
fire started. In forcing their way out one 
of the deughters fainted. Mrs. Parker and 
her other daughter seize. the unconecious 
form and bore it between them to safety. 
The mother was badly burned about the 
face, breast, ana arms, and both daughters 
were slightly burned. When they attempted 
to secure a cab to go homea cabman wanted 
to charge them $20. Another driver was 


engaged for $7. 


Saves Wife and Another Woman. 

M. Shalck of 799 North Mozart street was 
in the balcony with his wife. With one arm 
round. her he fought his way to a place of 
safety and then.turned to save a2 woman 
who was caught between a seat and a dead 
body. He wrenched the woman free, though 
she fainted. Shalck found his first avenue 
of escape cut off as he returned and his face 
and hands were badly burned as he bore out 
the unconscious victim. 


Find Iron Door Frozen Shut. 
Charles Dexter, a member of the Boston 
baseball team, and Frank Houseman, a sa- 
joonkeeper, occupied seats in an upper box 
when the fire broke out. They rushed to one 
of the north exits and had great difficulty in 
opening the iron doors, as the bolts were 
frozen. Finally they pushed open the doors 
and carried several women down the fire 
escape. 
His First Visit to a Theater. 
George H. Holloway, the father*in-law of 
John R. Thompson, whose lunchroom ad- 
joins the theater, {8 more than 80 years old, 
and he had never before attended a theater 
in his life. Yesterday he had been persuaded 


| to attend the Iroquois with his grand-daugh- 


ter, and their seats were tn the fourth row. 
When the fire broke out Mr. Holloway es- 
caped through the stage door into the alley 
with his grand-daughter. 


Carries Out His Grandchild. 
Wiliam C. Ford, 70 years of age, fought his 
way through the panic stricken mob, with 
his granddaughter Margery, daughter of Dr. 
R. M. Fletcher, 1344 Lawrence avenue, in his 
arms. The child had scarcely any clothing 


‘on when she reached the air and was in an 


unconscious state. | 

A half hour later Fletcher presented 
himself at the Samaritan hospital. 

“TI am willing to work all night,"’ he said, 
** I feel so grateful that my child was spared.” 

- Knocked Down and Trampled. 

Mrs. F: A, Morgan,406 Webster avenue, 
who went to the theater with her sister, Mar- 
célla Warren of Detroit, and her son, War- 
ren Morgan, 5 years old, narrowly escaped 
death. The party was in the first balcony,

the maddened throng rushed for the doors.

Evanston Girls Lose Clothing. 

Six littie girls from Evanston, in a party 
occupying seats in the parquet, escaped by 
the side entrance. In the crush they lost 
most of their clothing. Four of the children 
staid together, the other two being for the 
time lost in the street. The four were Han- 
nah Gregg, 12 years old, 1028 Sheridan road; 
Florence and May Lang, 14 and 13 years old, 
Bvena Park; Beatrice Moore, 12 years ofd, 
Buena Park. , 


Boy: Out Justin Time. 

Theodore Shabad, 11 years old, son of At- 
torney Henry M. Shabad, 4041 Indiana ave- 
nue, was taken home severely burned. 

‘Mrs. E. M. Buxbaum and two daughters, 
Myra and Louise, went, to the theater with 
Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Kuh. They sat in 
the center of the parquet, six rows from the 
stage. When the rush bégan Mrs. Buxbaum 
took her daughter Louise, and with Mr. Kuh 
ca rying Myra Buxbaum, the party reached 
safety. 

8. EF. Wilson of 8S. F. Wilson & Co., haber- 
dashers, attended the performance with his 
family, consisting of wife, son, and niece. 
They occupied seats in the twelfth row, and 
when the fire started he dragged his wife and 
niece to a window overlooking the alley and 
dropped them down a distance 6f about six 
feet. His son- and himself followed ‘and es- 
caped. Mrs. Wilson is at the Palmer house 
suffering from nervous shock. ; 


Woman and Four Children Suffer. 
Mrs. Anna B. Milliken, who is staying at 


| Thomson's hotel, had four children fn her 


charge, Felix, Jessie, Tony, and Jennie Guer- 
rier, of 135 North Sangamon street, their 
ages ranging from 11 to 17 years. She and 
her charges were in the balcony, standing 
against the wall, when the fire started. 

‘Something told me .to be calm,” said 
Mrs. Milliken. ‘I had passed through one 
dreadful experience in the Chicago fire, and, 
though there was a gréat deal of confusion, 
I- kept the children together, telling them 
not to be frightened. Men and women hur- 
ried past me, shouting Iike wild beasts, and 
if I had joined them the children and I would 
have been trampled under foot. It was min/# 
utes before I could leave with the two 
younger children. The two elder are lost. 
What shall I tell their folks,’ and the poor 
woman began to weep. Her face, as she 
stood in the lobby of the Northwestern build 
ing, was blistered and swollen. The back of 
her dress was burned through. 

What are the names of the missing chil- 
dren?” inquired a physician. “ ‘They, are in 
here,”’ and he led the distracted woman into 
one of the “ first aid hospitals.” There Mrs.

Calls the Fire Department.

From there I hurried to 
the cigar store and callef up the police and 
fire departments.

They 
were well filled, but the exits, had they 
ve opened, would have proved ample for 
all.”

The Iroquois was rated by the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’. association as a fireproof build- 
ing, with a few defects, the chief of which

construction, except for the floors and seat 
frames. An xtra large smoke ventilator 
had been provided to carry off any smoke. 
The surveys of the inspection department

total of 17,430 square feet. 

: A new rate had recently been promulgated 
on the theater, the building being rated at 98 
cents on the building, $2.13 on the scenery, 
and $1.85 on the contents. Insurance was 
oarried to the amount of $200,000 on building 
and scenery and $25,000 on the leasehold. ‘The 
property of thé ‘“‘ Bluebeard” company is 
insured under a floater in Londom Lioyds.

CABMEN’S STEIKE 


Drivers Come Forward with | 
Offer to Drop Differences — 
for Period of Ten Days. 


PUBLIC OPINION RULES. 


Men Fear ‘Effect of Continued 
Struggle and Declare an 
Absolute Truce. 


the striking livery drivers and their em- 
ployers yesterday each made preparations 
to supply carriages to meet the emergency. 
The union leaders declared a truce for ten 
days and offered to drive without compen- 
pation in the funerals of the victims. 

Demands that the controversy close were 
made by the publi en before the dead 
, had been carried out 6f the burned building. 
Be In the parlors of the Union League and Chi- 
eago clubs business men decided that it was 
time to have the strike settled, and that 
they—to lift some of the gloom from thecity 
—would step in and see that peace is es- 
tablished. 

This had an immediate effect on the strike 
leaders. President Albert Young of the 
union calied the members together and 
talked over the situation. They unanimously 
agreed to declare a truce until after the 
funerals of the victims. 

Wages No Consideration. 
- The union leaders then drew up the fo!- 
lowing decree and sent it out broadcast: 

Owing to the great disaster to the public caused 

by the fire at the Iroquois theater I do hereby de- 
clare @ truce in the present strike of undertakers 
and livery drivers for ten days, and do further re- 
quest that every man now on strike report at once 
to his respective place of employment and do every- 
thing in his power to assist hie employer.ina caring 
for the wants of the public. Wages are to have no 
eonsideration. ALBERT YOUNG. 
This»move of Young’s headed off a con- 
eerted attack on the union by the business 
men of the city. David S. Ferris has already 
made arrangements for an indignation meet- 
ing @t the Grand Pacific hotel. This is to be 
attended by merchants and manufacturers, 
and, regardless of the truce, will arrange 
some plan of bringing about peace. 


Disaster Dwarfs Considerations. 


Wherever business men gathered last night 
the disaster and the strike were discussed. 
A conversation in one of the restaurants in- 
dicates the general feeling. 

“Here is a case where we will have out 
every carriage in Chicago, even if we have to 
take rifles and do some shooting,’’ said 
merghant known throughout the country. 
“The day of patience with this strike is 
ended. The vigilance committees of the 
pioneer days of the west used tactics. that 
now should be put in force. We are going 

_* to have peace and the strikers must agree 
to it.”’ 

While these plans were in progress the liv- 
ery owners of the city were arranging for the 
putting out of every carriage in the city.

night and a notice was sent to every union

may arise in the fixture. We promise that they will 
be retained in our services and will be given the 
same weekly wages as heretofore paid. 


‘Time for Quarrels to Cease. 


When General Organizer Albert Young and 
Secretary J. R. Wadsworth read this and 
Tearned of the holocaust they issued a call 
-- for a meeting of the executive committee of 

: the union. At it the truce was declared. 
“We are not as mean as some of the 
employers would like to make us appear,”’ 
said Young last night. ‘ This disaster is 
too gfeat to be ignored and we have done 
what our sense of humanity and good judg- | 
ment dictated. We do not care whethér the 
. firms take back the men. They hire 
whom they please during the truce, but, 
when it is over, we will renew the fight and 

wage it to the bitter end.”’ 

The liverymen will meet this afternoon to 
- take up the situation. Last night they an- 
nounced that the great loss of life at the 
theater—even in normal times—would pre- 
sent a problem to the undertakers. They de- 
clared there are not enough hearses, 
wagons, and carriages to accommodate the 
mourners.

NEW YORKERS GIVE THEIR VIEWS 


Managers Lay Loss of Life to Panicand 
Say It Could Not Happen 
in Gotham. 


New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.]—Managers 
and members of the theatrical profession 
were shocked to hear the news from Chicago. 
The offices in Broadway were thronged later 
by persons inquiring for missing friends and 
acquaintances. 

Julius Kahn, the author of a book descrip- 
tive of theaters of the United States, said that 
he was amazed to hear of such a disaster, as 
he supposed the Iroquois was one of the best 
playhouses in the country and absolutely fire- 
proof. 

“The only thing which could account for 
such a disaster,’’ he said, *‘ was the panic 
which seized an audience composed almost 
éntirely of women and children.” 

Edward L. Bloom of Charles Frohman’s 
Office said that he could not account for the 
disaster except on the score of a senseless 
panic. Said he: 

“Such a crowd in case of accident is diffi- 


the same as those which attended the disas- 
ter in the Robinson opera house in Cincinnati, 
in the early ’70s. When two boys got into a 
scuffle, some one started the cry of ‘ Fight,’ 
which was interpreted as meaning ‘ Fire,’ and 
the crowd stampeded. Nearly 100 were 
‘crushed to death or smothered.”’ 

“It could not have happened in New York,” 
said several managers. 

Fire Commissioner Sturgis, when tol 
the Chicago horror, said tonight that there 
were really no fireproof theaters in New 
York; that in their construction the build- 
‘Ing laws had been openly defied, and that 
the regulations of the fire department, when 
actually enforced, had been met with a pub- 
lic disapproval, the contentions of the the- 
ater managers being sustained in the courts. 
He said: 

“While we have in this city many so- 
called modern and fireproof theaters, I 
think there is none where such an awful 
secident might not occur.” 


ASBESTOS CURTAIN A FAILURE. 


Insurance Men Attribute Cause and Say 
of W Might Have — 
Prevented. 


The failure of the expected fire protection 
is attributed by insurance men tothe trouble 
with the asbestos curtain, The stage always 
is retognized as the danger point in a theater, 
and the desire is to have it cut off from the 
auditorium as thoroughly as possible. The 
construction of the proscenium arch is re- 
quired to be fireproof, and a steel or asbestés 
curtain is specified. Insurance men say the 
curtain at the Iroquois. spever had worked 
perfectly, and «eat the mechanism had not 
been repaired. They assert there should have 
been a fireproof curtain closing automatic- 
ally. ~ 

A few pails of water on the stage might | 
have extinguished the fire at the start, the 
insurance men declare. They say, however, 
that the management of the Iroquois always 
has been opposed to those most handy and 
‘effective extinguishers, and even to the. 
patented extinguishers, on the ground that 
their presence on the stage or in the audito- 
rium tended to alarm the patrons.

They tore aside 
children to pushthrough. The helpless wom- 
en and children cried piteously for mercy, 
but it was in vain. Within ten minutes from 
the time the fire started the carpet was burn- 
ing under us and most of the crowd at the 
side entrance had escaped. We went through 
that door, where the bodies of the dead were 
under us. They had been in 
the first mad rush.”

EMPRESS GOES EVERY DAY

PEKIN, Nov. 23.—The empress dowager 
and the members. of the court cir- 
cle have had the time of their lives 
this year, when a real circus came up 
from Shanghai and gave three performances 
in the summer palace grounds for their ex- 
clusive enjoyment.

SALE OF GANAL ASSURED, 


FRENCH COMPANY AT MEETING 
RATIFIES ACTION OF MANAGERS. 


Objections Are Voted 
Telling Recognition of Republic of 

_ Panama and Efforts of Colombia to 
Nullify Concession Is Read—Ques- 
tion of Formal Transfer to United | 
States Not Taken Up—Colombian Is 
Barred Out. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, Dec. 30.—Thg@ sentiment at the 
meeting of the Panama Canal company to- 
day was overwhelmingly American. While 
it was not today voted.to ratify the sale of 
thé canal rights to the United States it was 
evident from the action taken that this will 
be done at an early meeting. . 

The meeting today was for the purpose of 

earing the report of the managers concern- 
ing what had been done since the revolution 
in Panama. 

Two resolutions were adopted, the first ap- 
proving the accounts and the report of the 
management, and the sec@nd. re@lecting the 
old officers. The vote on the first resolution 
was 9,229 in favor of it to 119 against it, show- 
ing the insignificance of the opposition to the 
United States. 
| Great Crowd at Meeting. 

The meeting took place in the Hall of Agri- 
culture, which was crowded with officials, 
stockholder8, and prominent financiers. 
the opening of the meeting the managemént 
submitted its report. 

The report set forth that the republic of 
Panama today exercised sovereignty over the 
isthmus, displacing Colombia’s former soy- 
ereignty; that the United States, France,

**Prior to the Panama uprising the com- 
mittee of the Colombian congress recom- 
mended action which would have extin- 
guished the company’srights. It proposed to 
insert an item of $1,000,000 in the Colombian 
budget to reimburse the company for its 
losses. The agent of the company at Bogota 
resisted, and the French government gave as- 
surances that it would do all possible to pre- 
went the sacrifice of French property and in- 
terests. ‘ 

“ Following the Panama outbreak Colom- 
bia notified the company, on Nov. 28, that it 
would maintain the company’s rights, but 
would oppose the transfer of the concession 
to any gcvernment whatever. 

“On Dec. 38 Colombia's agent here, M. 
Samper, totified the company that while Co- 
lombia was ready loyally to uphold the com- 
pany’s rights, yet if the company entered into 
relations with the separatist government or 
transferred its rights to another government 
Colombia would construe such action as a. 
‘voluntary abandonment of the concession, 
which would thereupon lapse. 

“The company replied un Dec. 5 that it 
recognized the existing conditions on the 
‘isthmus, and that if Colombia resumed pos- 
session of the isthmus the compariy would be 
glad to resume relations with Colombia. 


‘Opposition Makes Trouble. 
During Secretary Lampres’ reading of the 
eport the disaffected element hooted and cat- 
alled, causing much disorder.

Clock at Washington to Send the Mes- 
sage to All Subscribers at 
| Midnight. 


The exact time at which the new year 
begins will be given gut to ail of its subscrib- 
ers by the Chicago Telephone company by 
arrangements made with the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, and the 
Tinited States naval observatory at Wash- 
ington. 

Signals will be sent out from Washington 
and will be transmitted over the wires of 
the long distance company to Chicago; where 
the local company will send them to all of 
its subscribers. Agy one wishir > to receive 
them has only to remove his telephone from 
the hook at five minutes before midnight 
and listen. 

A clock at Washington will send an elec- 
tric impulse over the wires every second 
with the exception of the twenty-ninth sec- 
ond, of each minute, and the fifty-fifth to 
fifty-ninth seconds, which will be omitted 
in order to mark clearly the end of each 
half minute and minute. At the end of the 
five minute period—that is, at midnight, 
there is to be a silent interval of ten’ sec- 
onds.

JAMES REPLIES 
‘TO ARCHBISHOP. 


Northwestern President Takes 
Issue with Prelate on Church 
Control of Schools. 


ADVOCATES STATE POWER 


3 
Declares Old Question Must Be 
Reopened and Discussed 
Once More.

Springfield, Dec. No 
church, however pure, however ambitious 
for,the best things, is fit to control absolute- 
ly the education, even.in the elementary 
field, of a progressive people. . 
“The clergy of no church are qualified 
to assume the directjon or contro! of ele- 
mentary education ,and the schools that, his- 
tory shows us, are under the absolute direc- 
tion of the clergy are schools which fall far 
behind the legitimate demands which we 
may make today upon the modern school, 
and this applies just as much to the Meth- 
odist, or Baptist, or Presbyterian clergy, as 
it does to the Lutheran or the Roman Cath- 
olic.’’ 

This answer to the appeal of Archbishop 
James E. Quigley for the establishment of 
a subsidiary.Roman Catholic system of pub- 
lic scHools in Illinois was made by Presi- 
dent Edmund J. James of Northwestern uni- 
versity at the seeond session of the conven- 
tion of the State Teachers’ association to- 
day. There was profound silence following 
the announcement by the speaker that he 
had chosen as his subject, ‘‘The Relation of 
the Church to the School.”’ 


Replies to Archbishop Quigley. 

President James characterized the address 
of Archbishop Quigley as an “important 
and significant sign that the whole question 
of the relation of the church to the public 
¥school must be reopened and rediscussed 
from the bottom up,”’ though he had hoped 
a solution of this difficulty had been found 
which would enable educators to devote 


|} themselves to solving more pressing prob- 


lems. 

The speaker advocated the absolute di- 
vorce of the church from the administra- 
tion of public elpentary schools. He 
pleaded for’ a liberal, secular government 
of higher schools, including even universi- 
ties, and announced himself an advocate 
of a national secular university. President 
James took issue with the statement made 
by the Chicago archbishop that all non-Cath- 
olic teaching of history is anti-Catholic, 
and declared that church schools will ** lie 
under the imputation of teaching history 
which is colored by their religious ideas and 
notions and their conception of what the 
interests of the church demand,” : 


State Should Occupy Field. 
He declared that, generally speaking, the 
state has marched forward. with ever in- 
creasing vigor toward occupying the whole 


‘and higher, though not to the exclusion of 
the other agencies tn the same field. 

For my part,” he declared, “ I cannot but 
believe that this policy has, up to the pres- 
ent at any rate, been a beneficial one. I 
cannot help but feel that the power of the 
church in the field of education, as it existed 
at one time in Europe, could not but prove 
an increasing obstacle to all educational 
progress. I cannot but feel, as I study the 
history of education, that any such complete 
control of higher and secondary education, 
as many of our churches would like to see, 
could not but be attended by most serious 
injury to educational progress: and educa- 
tional advance. 


“The state, then. In my opinion, must be 
prominent and an ever- 
acting force to all de nts of education, 


from the kindergarten to the professional 


school.”’ 
Cites English Schools. 

President James urged that the Mnglish 

schools be supplied an illustration of the 
error of leaving education entirely in the 
hands of private individuals ana the church. 
He said that this policy had resulted in the 
serious impairment of England's vigor, 
power, energy, and its relative world pesi- 
tion. 
The speaker urged that the chureh and 
private individuals prompted by their devo- 
tion to the church should maintain an edu- 
cational institution which should be of a co- 
ordinate rank with those of the state. 

Dr. James declared our state schools at 
present could. not undertake to provide 
religious Instruction. This whole department 
of human science, he urged, must be passed 
oyer to a system of private or church sup- 
ported schools. 

‘* I do not share the opinion of those people 
who say, of our schools, either elementary, 
secondary, or higher, that they are godless 
schools, because they do not give religious 
instruction, and because they do not make 
promotion of religion one of their funda- 
mental interests.” he said. believe that 
our public schools and our state universities 
cannot lie under the just imputation of being 
called godless, nor do I. think they will ever 
lie under such imputation." 


Conflict Is Reopened. 


The speaker declared that the principle 
that the state and church echool should each 
have its separate sphere had resulted in the 
general acceptance of the doctrine that the 
free public school should be absolutely secu- 
lar. This idea, he said, had seemed to pretage 
peace, but of late more than one sign had 
pointed to a forced conflict over this funda- 
mental principle. | 

‘“‘Archbishop Quigley, one of the ablest 
and most enthusiastic clergymen of the 
Roman Catholic church in the United States, 
a. church which clhaims—whether rightly or 
net—to have the largest number in following 
of any single religious denomination, boldly 
declared, if the newspapers be correct,” he 
said, “that the Roman Catholic church 
never would be satisfied with the secular 
public school, while, owing to its religious 
convictions, it is compelled also to support 
a system of church schools for the benefit of 
its children.” 


Doubts Church Sentiment. 
“I do not know how far Archbishop Quig- 


priests, if he does represent them correct- 
ly, I do not know how far they represent 
the sentiment of the Roman Catholic mity, 
for I have often found that an archbishop 
does not represent the p' ests nor the 
priests the laymen in such matters.”

chief Jewish rabbi of Great Britaif, urging 
this country and England to take simul- 
taneous action to prevent another massacre. 


Chairman Attacks Roosevelt. 

The purpose of the meeting, the chairman 
said, was to express the sentiment of the 
Ghetto more especially. He Said: 

‘We are not fools, and we do not expect 
the impossible, or hope that President Roose- 
velt will send another petition to Russia. 
The only petition to send to Russia is’an 
armorciad, but when President Roosevelt 
meekly and suavely asked Russia if she 
would be kind enough to accept the petition. 
the Yankee outwitted the czar, because, 
when he declined, he already had read (t. 
We can't expect him to doit again. All that 
we can do is to ask *he entire American 
nation to send up a mighty cry of protest 
so that it will be heard all over the world.” 

Ernest Crosby sald the same thing. The 
only thing. he tted, he said, was that 
the hall was ndét crowded with Christians 
to protest against the outrage “‘ done in the 
name of Christ.” 

Sees Hope in Orient War. ~ 

The Rey. Francis H. J. Moran, an Episco- 
palian minigter, said that he believed a better 
day was coming for the Jewish people in 
Russia as a result of the looked ‘or war 
between Russia and Japan.

CANADA'S HAPPY YEAR. 

Canada has sufficiently recovered from its 
disgruntiement over the Alaskan award to 
find out that “ everything is lovely,” that its 
suticok is unusually promising, and that it 
® to have a happy New Year. The Cana- 
fians afe cértain that Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
request for larger power in treaty making, 
involving larger independence within the 

‘empire, and Canadian instead of English 
commissioners for negotiating treaties, will 
be speedily granted. Then, as the Toronto 
Giobe says, there will vot be “ a recurrence 
Stich cases for irritation against British 
disregard of Canadian interests as the Alas-. 
> ia, the Oregon, and the Maihe treaties 
afforded.” 

The Canadians fre also thankful because 
their trade and industries are in an unusu- 
ally prosperous condition, and because their 
merchant marine is' steadily growing and 
their shipping.trade. is becoming an in- 
portant commercial interest. They are also 
thaukful that the prospects are good for let- 
ting the tariff alone. Only a portion of the 
Canadian manufacturers desire tariff revi- 
sion. The farmers are in favor of letting 

‘things stay as they are. One of their or- 
“gans takés this philosophical view of the 
situation: “ Ifthe Yadkee is foolish enough 
to sell his products inthis country for less 
than their value, allow the Canadian farmer 
an opportunity to profit at the expense of 
the Yankee manufacturer.” 

The Canadians are also in a pleasant 
humor because union with Newfoundland 
comes nearer and nearer in sight, and the 
people of that island are disposed to favof 
it, provided that they will not have to com- 
promise their autonomy without their full 
assent. In this connection it is surprising 


-to learn from the Toronto Globe that “as - 


to the acquisition of Greenland, it may be 
a forehanded proceeding to notify © Den- 
mark that if at any time she desires to sell 
that vast island the dominion would be 
ready to become the purchaser on proper 
terms.” There have been reports of late 
that Canada has been suspicious of Ameri- 
can designs against Greenland, and perhaps 
this is at the bottomwf the Canadian desire 
to get that frigid, unproductive country. 
It should dismiss all such suspicions, The 
United States does not wish Greenland. 
What it desires ‘up in that icy region is the 
north pole, and some day it will have it by 
right of. discovery. In such an ‘event, of

ELECTRICITY COMES IN FREE. 

Large plants on the Canadian side of the 
Niagara river are generating electricity 
which is conveyed into the United States, 
gnd is used by manufacturers and others. 
The Canadian electricity enters the country 
duty free and competes on equal terms with 
that generated on this side of the boundary. 
' The American-producers object to this and 
are thinking of asking for protection. 

The Dingley tariff act imposes a duty of 
10 per cent ad valorem on ail raw or unman- 
ufattured articles, and of 20 jer cent on al! 
articles Manufactored in whole or part 
whichare not on either the free or the dutia- 
bie list... This serves to cover ‘all articles 
gverlooked by the framers of the tariff, 
or brought into use after its passage. The 
treasury officials may hesitate to rule that 
electricity. is a manufactured ‘article and 
therefore dutiabie at the rate of 20 per cent,

THE FIRE aT THE IROQUOIS. 
The extravaganza which was playing 


yesterday afternoon at the Iroquois theater 
was suddenly, changed into a sickening trag- 
‘edy. Biluebeard’s chamber of horrors be- 
came a grim reality. Nearly six hun- 
dred persons, mostly women and chil- 
dren, were stifled by volumes of smoke, 
burned by the swift flames, or trampled to 
death in the mad rush to escape. It is the 
quick change from laughter to unutterable 
‘terror and woe which makes a theater fire 
so terrifying. That of yesterday was the 
most murderous on record.” It was-all the 


tims were children, some of them home on 
school vacations, enjoying the’ unusual 
pleasure of a visit toa matinée. — 
- The theater had just been built and in- 
spected. It had ‘been built by artisans 
whom, in our moments of national pride, 
we call the cleverest in the world. It had 
been inspected by officials whom recent 
public indignation was supposed to have 
awakened to some sense of public duty. It 
was a modern building, constructed in ac- 
cordance with modern requirements. It 
was said, aid it was supposed to be the fact, 
that the building not only was a fireproof 
oe but thet every device which human 
ingenuity, spurred’ by a desire to guard 
human life, could think of had been in- 
stalled—that abundant: precautions’ were 
taken, and that that theater, at least, was 
safe. 
Yet that is the theater which has gained 
a terrible celebrity. Up to yesterday Chi- 
cago had been exempt from theater fires 
accompanied with loss of lite. That was 
due to good fortune rather than to precau- 
tions. Some of the buildings were noto- 
-riously unsafe, structurally and otherwise, 
The old Columbia theater, which was pe- 
culiarly unsafe, burned down, bat it was at. 
a time when there was no performance, 
The new, supposably fireproof, theater.has 
been the scene of the most destructive fire 
in a place of amusement in this or any other 
couvtry. 
There is a question as to y how 
the fire started. It may take an\investiga- 
tion to find out. There should be an at- 
tempt to ascertain why the asbestos curtain, 
‘on which so much reliance was placed in the 
event of a fire on the stage, and which, if 
all the way down, would have stopped the 
deadly sweep of flame from the stage into 
‘the auditorium, cod not lowered fully; 
There should be no possibility of a hitch in 
the workings of such a curtain, Its mech: 
anism should be constantly tested. What 
is the. use of protective appliances if they 
cannot be depended on? It needs no in- 
vestigation to ascertain that the provision 
for the escape of the audience in case of 
fire was inadequate. A ghastly array of 
dead bodies testifies to-that. Thé means 
of exit’ were altogether insufficient. There 
were fire escapes, but not enough for a 
panic stricken crowd, even if the doors’had 
‘been open, lt is not enough fo have an 
abundance of exits. The doors leading to. 
them must be unlocked. < 
Whatever may have been the cause of the 
fire at the Iroquois it could have been 
put out in half a minute if the suggestion 
made once by the fire marshal that two fire- 
then with extinguishers be station®@d‘on the 
stage of every theater had been utilized. It 
two firemen had been on the stage yester- 
day there would have been no horrible loss 
‘of life. The galleries would not have been 
packed with’ the corpses of. suffocated hu- 
man beings. There would have been, at the 
most, a trifling interruption of the per- 
formance. 
The dead cannot be called to life, but 
the other theaters of Chicago can be in- 
spected in the light of the dread illumina- 
tion of the Iroquois fire. How many ot 
them are safe? How many lives would be 
lost in them in the event of a fire or of an 
alarm of fire which threw the spectators 
into a panic. There must be no more re- 
liance on good luck. . Chicago theaters must 
be made safe. Not only must they be pro- 
vided with ample facilities for the escape of 
the people in the galleries as well as on the 
main floor, but there must be firemen on the 
stage ready to extinguish a sudden blaze. 
They should be there not to protect property 
but to protect life. If theater managers, 
miserably parsimonious, will not pay for the 
services of the firemen the city must stand 
the expense and charge it to the life saving 
account. 
Again, there must'be a fire alarm box in | 
every theater so that an immediate alarm 
can be turned in. There was no box in the 
Iroquois theater. Why was this obviously 
useful precaution neglected? 
The day of réliance on good luck for im- 
munity from theater fires is over. The un- 
forgivable absence of simple precautions 
has hurried from earth by one of the most | 
horrible forms of death nearly 600 human 
beings. The only atonement that can be 
made to these hapless victims of negligence 
is to make the theaters of Chicago abso- 
lutely safe, so that none others may nicet 


more pathetic because so many-of the vie,

WHAT WILL CHINA DO! . 

Last summer there appeared in the Nine- 
teenth Ceutury magazine an article by 
Mr. George Lynch entitled “The Japan- 
ization of China,” It attracted considerable 
attention, not only because of the remark- 
able views presented but also beca of 
the authority ‘of the author. Mr. Lynch has 
seen much service in the far east as a war 
correspondent and later as a political corre- 
spondent. His article is briefly described 
in its title. He said Japanese example was 
waking China up, Japan’s officers were in 
charge of Chinese regiments, Chinese youths 
were studying in the university of Tokio, 
and that China, like the sleéping princess, 
was about to awaken from its centuries of 
slumber at the touch of its wooer, the 
Japanese Prince Charming.

Certainly it could not, if the 
spirit of nationality pictured by Mr. Lynch 
is beginning to percolate its mighty system.’ 
The war would be fought on Chinese soil, 
with the preservation of Chinese integrity 
as one of its objects. Russig, France, and 
Germany desire the partition of the middle 
kingdom into spheres of influence, with a 
closed door in frént of each sphere. Japan, 
England, and the United States want the 
integrity of China preserved and an open 
door to the whole. China-would probably 
prefer its integrity and a closed door, but 
that being impossible would prefer integrity 
audyan open door to dismemberment. China 
understands the opposing aims of the two 
powers, end appreciates that if Japan won 
the fight the friendly offices of this country 
and Great Britain would prevent the mikado 


do so. China’s interest is evidently with 
Japan, Besides which, there is the kinship 
of race between the two yellow peoples, as 
well as the Japanese. officers in charge of 
the Chinese regiments. It would look, then, 
as if China would probably join Japan 
against Russia. 

* What would be the effect? Japan would 
be reinforced by an immense quantity of 


garrisons, guarding communications, raid- 
ing the enemy’s territory, destroying his 
railroads, but not so valuable in the matter 
of a standup fight. If used rightly China's 
assisfance to Japan would be most valuable. 
Great Britain cannot do much with its sepoy 
troops alone, but a mixed army of. sepoys 
and whites is a dangerous fighting force, 
The presence of the inferior troops releases. 
a corresponding number of the superior sol- 
diers from minor operations and permits the 
general to use all his best troops for re- 
sponsible work instead of wasting them on 
horse holding, convoy duty, garrisoning lit- 
tle-posts, etc. 

All this speculation depends on Mr. 
Lynch’s article being correct. If Ke was 
wrong, if China is the poor old supine corpse 
of yore, it won’t make any appreciable differ- 
ence what it does. But Mr. Lynch is posi- 
tive that China has roused itself. And the 
only other authoritative word on the sub-

The necessity of haste, of courte, 
cuts a large figure‘in estimating the expense 
of wrecking a building, for when everything 
is done in a rush much material ts necessarily 
ruined, which, if plenty of time was granted, 
might as weil be saved. 

The buildings on the site of which the new 
Chicago National bank now stands, for in- 
stance, were entirely removed in seventeen 
days, the contractor thus winning a premium 
of several hundred dollars. When it was de- 
cided to erect the new Iroquois theater on 
Randolph street the largest building wrecker 
in Chicago made an offer to wreck the old 
buildings on the site and clear away the rub- 
bish for a*bonus of $7.000. His offer was re- 
fused as too high. The actual work Is said 
to have cost—in addition to the price secured 
for the salvage—upwards of $15.000.

He calculates the number of 
square feet of glass in the windows, the num- 
ber of thousand brieks in the walls, and 
makes a careful examination of the heating 
plant, and the machinery generally. Also, 
if he can get permission: he chops a few holes 
In the floors and ceilings at various points fn 
the building. so.that he may get a good line 
on its construction—whether iron or wooden 
girders have been used. etc.. In this way he 
gets algeneral and a fairly accurate idea of 
the value to him of the material in the build- 
ing and of the ease or difficulty with which it 
can be razed. Then. by taking into account 
the element of time, he fs in a position to 
+make a bid on the job. with a fair prospect of 
making a profit. 
When he makes a contract, however, he is 
forced to sign bonds holding the owners and 
architects free from all lability for dam- 
ages caused by accidents to property or per- 
sons. while his work is under way.
